“The Big Story for us, as 
I newsmen, is: How are we go- 
jing to handle that Big Story?" 


Walsh said every aspect of

emotion, but news coverage

“We may not like to admit 
it, but our readers’ thinking 
and actions are strongly influ­ 
enced by the way we handl£ 
news," he said. 


“We have to report this story.

Chemical Traps 
May Conserve 
Valuable Water 


By TOM NOLAN 


TEMPE, Ariz. (ENA>—West­ 
ern ranchers — particularly 
hard-hit by this year’s severe 
drought conditions — may be 
able to harvest runoff water for 
their livestock at a cost of m 
more than 36 cents per thou­ 
sand gallons within the next 
few years. 


Several low-cost methods of 
water harvesting — collecting 
water from soil specially treat­ 
ed to increase rainfall runoff— 
have been developed by agricul­ 
tural engineers at the U.S. Wa­ 
ter 
Conservation 
Laboratory 
here at Tempe, outside of Phoe­ 
nix. Ariz. 


Currently, 
fanners 
and 
ranchers in 29 states are re­ 
ceiving emergency assistance 
from the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment as streams, wells and res­ 
ervoirs dry up. 


New Mexico. Texas, Oklaho­ 
ma. Colorado. Nevada, Wyom­ 
ing and Montana, the country’s 
primary cattle ranching states, 
are among the worst hit. 


Many of the grazing lands in 
those states are located in low- 
rainfall areas where there is no 
dependable water supply. Wa­ 
ter harvesting methods, which 
are still being tested at Tempe. 
would be extremely valuable 
here. 


On his recent western tour. 
President Kennedy attempted 
to place new emphasis on wa­ 
ter conservation. The President 
dedicated new dams at Utah's 
Flaming Gorge and Arkansas' 
Greers' Ferry, inspected exist­ 
ing reservoirs at Whiskeytown. 
Calif. Lake Mead, Nev ., and 
Snake River. Wyo. 


Overlooked in the dazzling 
display of hydroelectric power 
and flood control benefits of the 
huge dams was the basic prin­ 
ciple of water conservation: 
salvaging rain water before it 
evaporates or seeps into the 
ground where it can’t be col­ 
lected. 


Promising methods of water j 
harvesting, which are still be­ 
ing tested, include chemical, 
plastic and rubber ground-cov- 
ers to collect rainfall and stor­ 
age 
equipment 
to eliminate 
evaporation and seepage of the 
collected water. 


One of the prohibitive factors 
in water harvesting develop­ 
ment has been the cost. A con­ 
siderable amount of hand labor 
is required to construct catch­ 
ment areas on hillsides far 
from highways. 


Initial cost of the treatments 
under test, including site prep­ 
aration, materials and installa­ 
tion. has ranged from 45 to 10 
cents per square yard. Annual 
costs, including repair and re­ 
placement, run slightly less 
than 5 cents per square yard

Farm lands Bounce 
Back From Drought 


DENVER (AP) — Except in 
the southeastern section. Colora­ 
do's farm lands bounced back 
from severe drought and crop 
yields are better than expected 


This optimistic message came 
from the Colorado Crop and 
Livestock 
Reporting Service, 
based on Nov. 1 conditions. 


The service said com produc­ 
tion is now estimated at 12.675.- 
000 bushels, a 28 per cent gain 
over the 1962 crop of 9.992,000 
bushels. 


The sorghum grain outlook 
improved to an estimated yield 
of 7,385.000 bushels, which still 
is well below last year s crop of 
9,452.000. 


Production of sugar beets may 
reach 3.115.000 tons, second larg­ 
est crop in state history. It was 
2,724.000 tons last year. 


The report gave these other 
crop estimates with 1962 produc­ 
tion: 


Dry Beans — 2.221.000 bags 
(100 pounds), 1.718.000. 
Potatoes - 11.730.000 bags. 
(100 pounds), 12.362.000. 


Hay — 2,801.000 tons. 3.030.000. 
Apples — 1.2 million bushels. 8 
per cent lower than the 1962 
crop.

ble with her husband Couldn't 
this explain her fear of the boy’ 
She says she doesn i believe in 
using force on children and says 
that psychologists say parents 
should stay calm when kids have 
tantrums . . . 
ANSWER 
No 
I doubt that 
her helplessness as a parent is 
due to her troubles as a wife 
I 
Usually, such helplessness is 
our childhood s solution to the 
rages of our parents Whether 
the rages included physical as­ 
sault on us or not. they ren­ 
dered us helpless to defend our­ 
selves 
As a result, we were 
apt to develop your friend's dis­ 
dain of “ force.” We tried to 
avoid the terrifying knowledge 
of our helplessness by idealizing 
it as a kind of moral superiority 
to force 
Gradually, we may 
have developed a whole philoso­ 
phy of the gloriousness of non- 
resistance to aggressive people 
and will imagine that our terror 
of defending ourselves against 
our 5-year-old s attacks is a vir­ 
tue. 
Psychologists 
who 
preach 
“ calmness" in the face of chil­ 
dren s 
tantrums support 
our 
neurotic fear of self - defense 
They encourage us to continue 
to idealize it so that we cannot 
see it for what it really is—an 
inappropriate holdover from the 
days when we were truly help­ 
less to defend ourselves against 
the superior powers of an angry 
parent 


Your friend could use clinical 
help To recover from our fear 
of an aggressive child Uke this 
one. we have to stop idealizing 
it 
Without professional help, 
that is not easy to do 


We may need it to help us go 
back to our original feelings of 
helplessness in the face of our 
parents' rage so that we can 
see how it got twisted into dis­ 
dain of force, how fear and hu­ 
miliation compelled us to glorify 
nonresistance 
into 
a 
virtue 
Only when we have recovered 
our childhood s reasons for idea­ 
lizing our nonresistance to our 
5-year-old—and see him. not as 
our powerful parent but as the 
little child he actually is. 
Then our “ calmness" in the 
face of his tantrum begins to 
make sense 
It is no longer 
rooted in our neurotic contempt 
for force It s rooted in reality— 
our 
superior 
strength 
as 
a 
grownup

WASHINGTON (AP) - Does 
the country really want Con­ 
gress to pass some new laws? 


Republicans say the voters 
couldn't care less about Prési­ 
dait Kennedy's New Frontiers 
program. Administration Dem­ 
ocrats dispute this but their 
conservative 
Southern 
col- 
leagues don't. 


Whatever the mood of the 
country is at this point, it isn't 
. being translated into any con­ 
certed drive likely to produce 
more than a handfuul of legisla­ 
tive measures before this year's 
session runs itself off the cal­ 
endar. 


Despite published criticism of 
the national legislature's failure 
to produce on civil rights, tax 
cutting and other major issues. 
Senate Republican Leader Ever­ 
ett M. Dirksen of Illinois said 
he is confident the people at 
home are satisfied. 


"When I go home, I am sur­ 
prised by the number of people 
people who came up to me and 
said, 'Senator, the Senate is do­ 
ing a darned good job,' ” he 
said. “What they mean is that 
we aren’t doing the country any 
damage by passing a lot of ill- 
considered laws." 


Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey of 
Minnesota, 
assistant 
Senate 
Democratic leader, didn't see it 
that way at ail. 


“The country likes President 
Kennedy and it likes his pro­ 
gram." he said in a separate 
interview. 


Humphrey said Congress has 
been called upon to wrestle with 
some tough and time consuming 
problems this year. But he re­ 
minded 
that 
legislation 
not 
passed m 1963 remains alive in 
1964. 


“When it completes its work, 
this Congress is going to have 
the most impressive record of 
legislation of any since World 
War II." he predicted. 


Sen. George D. Aiken, who 
has served in the Senate for 22 
years, told his colleagues Tues­ 
day that while “our accomplish­ 
ments have been hardly dis­ 
cernible to the public we have 
done little damage." 


Aiken said he heard few com­ 
plaints about inactivity in Con­ 
gress. 


*‘In fact." he said, "the gen­ 
eral public seems quite content 
to have us stay here the year 
around so long as we don't up­ 
set the economic applecart with 
a lot of new laws." 


Sen. J. William Fulbright. D- 
Ark.. said that some erf the de­ 
lays were accounted for by 
White House priority decisions. 


He said the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee which he 
heads was on the verge of ap­ 
proving the foreign aid author­ 
ization bill at the end of July 
when it was asked to act on the 
limited nuclear test-ban treaty. 


That's why. he added, "the 
Senate was debating foreign aid 
in November instead of in Aug­ 
ust. 


Asked at a news conference 
what legislation he thinks will 
get through this year. Dirksen 
said he is confident all of the 
regular money bills and the for­ 
eign aid authorization will get 
approval before a Christmas re­ 
cess. 


He predicted Senate debate 
on civil rights will be delayed 
until next year and that the $11- 
billion tax reduction bill al­ 
ready passed by the House 
won't be ready for Senate con­ 
sideration 
until 
about 
mid- 
March.

Centers Proposed 


DENVER (AP) — Six more 
community centers for mentally 
retarded persons were request­ 
ed Tuesday by the State Institu­ 
tions Department. 


The department asked the leg­ 
islature’s Joint Budget Commit­ 
tee for $140,042 with which to es­ 
tablish the centers, which would 
be in Jefferson. Pueblo. Denver. 
Weld, El Paso and Arapahoe 
counties. An operating fund of 
$173.153 was asked for the estab­ 
lishments and the two pilot cen­ 
ters in Boulder and the San Juan 
Basin, authorized by the 1963 
legislature. 


The Grand Junction Home and 
Training School also presented 
a request to the committee, ask­ 
ing for a $2.4 million budget. The 
current budget is $431,940 less 
than that.

sits in Brazil where none exist 
might seem incredible to the 
rational mind. 


Yet it makes an exercise in fu-| 
tilitv of President Kennedy's 
policy to woo the sick giant of, 
the Western Hemisphere with 
lavish handouts of Alliance for 
Progress funds. It gives..Nikita 
Khrushchev another opportunity 
to show Mao Tse-tung that Mos­ 
cow can subvert Latin Ameri­ 
ca's fragile freedom under the 
cover of peaceful coexistence 
Chief actors in the 01! drama 
are Walter Link, a respected 
American geologist, two Russi­ 
an oil “technicians” known as 
Bakirov and Tagtev and Gen 
Albino Silva, president of Pet- 
rohras, Brazil’s Red-dominated 
government company for the 
exploration and importation ot 
oil. 


It was at the request of Pe- 
trobras that Link spent six 
years looking for oil in Brazil 
In his final report he took a 
rather gloomy view erf the coun­ 
try's oil potential. But he rec­ 
ommended that while some ar­ 
eas should be written off. some 
should be explored further 


Brazil, a huge country which 
covers almost half of South 
America, potentially is the rich­ 
est in the world- It has vast 
untapped mineral resources — 
but not much oil. Walter Link 
said so. His report outraged the 
top Reds and their agents who 
had managed to gain control of 
Petrobras. They denounced it 
as another plot against Brazil 
on the part of "Yankee imper­ 
ialism 


For if there is not much oil 
in Brazil there is obviously no 
need for Petrobras. which was 
created primarily to explore for 
the country's oil deposits But 
the Petrobras Reds had already 
prepared grand schemes to m- 
creose their hold on Brazil’s ec­ 
onomy. The schemes included 
the nationalization and control 
of the Brazilian holdings of the 
U S and other companies which

It took the Russians less than 
six months to submit an opti­ 
mistic report about the huge 
country’s oil potential.

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Britain's Army 
Seeks to Entice 
Men Into Service 


By PATRICK MASSEY 
LONDON 
(AP) — Britain 
hasn't drafted a man into its 
army since 1957. Today's army, 
undermanned and hungry for 
recruits, is using salesmanship 
to get than. 


Present strength of 170.000 of­ 
ficers and men is 10.000 short 
of the target. The War Office 
hopes to dose the gap by 1965. 


The oldtime recruiting ser­ 
geant with his bluff exhortations 
to serve the queen has given 
wav to advertising campaigns 
not much different from those 
used to hire housewives into a 
supermarket 
The need for a new approach 
was realized six years ago when 
the government ended conscrip­ 
tion. At that time, the draft was 
bringing in more men than the 
army needed for its peacetime 
strength of 1SO.OOO. To accept 
only the necessary number of 
conscripts would have meant 
adopting a system so selective 
as to be unacceptable. 


The ensuing voluntary recruit­ 
ing system rested, until 1960. 
largely in the hands of individ­ 
ual regiments They canvassed 
the locality- of home bases and 
signed up men directly. 


This system brought inade­ 
quate results and tended to 
overload 
some 
units 
while 
others remained under strength. 


In 1960. the War Office organ­ 
ized a central recruiting depart­ 
ment with branch offices. 


A 
professional 
advertising 
agency was hired to produce 
commercials 
for 
television. 
These pictured the army as a 
lively life m which the well-paid 
soldier was constantly dashing 
"t: to exotic parts of the world 
m between regimental football 
matches and exciting maneu- 
\ers 


A i l this drew some criticism 
that the army was hemg pre­ 
sented as too much of a soft 
touch Critics suggested that the 
ads might try showing some bits 
of actual fighung 
The idea was rejected 
“The mothers," said one offi­ 
cer. "don't care for it.'* 
Recruiting figures climbed in 
1961 and in 1962 reached a rec­ 
ord level of 28.000 men. This 
year results began to fall off. 
The War Office and its adver­ 
tising experts concluded that the 
commercials were losing im­ 
pact. Now they are concentrat­ 
ing on straight interviews with 
groups 
of 
soldiers 
who, 
of 
course, smg the praises of serv­ 
ice life. 


The 
recruiting 
department 
also has trained special teams 
selected for youth and agree­ 
able personality. Their main 
target is youth organizations. 


Standards required of a re­ 
cruit are considerably higher 
than in prewar days Age Limits 
are 174 and 25, except for the 
occasional older man with tech­ 
nical qualifications. Psychiatric 
and moral background are tak­ 
en into account. The War Office 
says 40 per cent of applicants 
were rejected in 1962. This year 
the rate has been as high as 50 
per cent

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Crucifixion Gets 


New Facet in 
Catholic Program

If Jesus bad lived in the mod- 
dem age, he ‘"might have died 
in the concentration camps of 
World War 11." His m o t h e r , 
Mar>\ might have perished “in 
the gas chambers." His»apostles 
“would have met their martyr­ 
dom. not at the hands of the 
Romans, but in the ovens of the 
Christian world." 


They were Jews. 
The lines speculating about 
how they might have fared in 
the present century were part 
of a television drama sponsored 
some time ago by the National 
Council of Catholic Men. 


It reflects a major effort go­ 
ing on today—in Protestantism, 
Orthodoxy and Roman Catholi­ 
cism—to get rid of a twisted 
note that has at times errone­ 
ously been presented in the 
name of Christianity—blaming 
Jews for opposition to Christ 
and his death. 


Church scholars point out that 
the notion is a flagrant contra­ 
diction of Christian doctrine— 
which teaches that Christ died 
because of the sins Gf all man­ 
kind. This has been the basic 
teaching of Christianity from 
the beginning. 


"To exclude oneself from a 
part in the Crucifixion is to ex­ 
clude oneself from a part in the 
Redemption. ' says the Rt. Rev. 
Msgr John M 
Oesterreicher. 
director of the Institute of Ju- 
deo-Christian Studies. 


Nevertheless, church leaders 
note that down through church 
history, superficial interpreta­ 
tions and accusatory inferences 
about the Jews have cropped up 
recurrently, 
fanning religious 
antagonisms. 


It has resulted from a "mis­ 
use of Christian teaching." says 
the Rev. Dr. John C. Bennett, 
of Union Theological Seminar.. 
The churches are trying to 
stamp out the distortion of their 
faith. 


This objective was behind last 
week s introduction of a docu­ 
ment at the Second Vatican 
Council in Rome, citing the 
church’s "deep bond” with Ju­ 
daism, and emphasizing that 
"the responsibility for Christ's 
death fall upon sinful mankind.” 
There is nothing new about 
this concept — it is standard 
Christian theology, and always 
has be«». 


Roman Catholicism simply is 
trying to correct false implica­ 
tions about the matter. Other 
churches have been taking sim­ 
ilar steps 
At the 1961 assembly of the 
World Council of Churches, rep­ 
resentatives of most major Prot­ 
estant. Anglican and Orthodox 
churches made a similar dec­ 
laration. 


“In Christian teaching the his­ 
toric events which led to the 
Crucifixion should not be so pre­ 
sented as to fasten upon the 
Jewish people responsibilities 
which belong to our corporate 
humanity, and not ot one race 
or community.” it said. 


“Jews were the first to accept 
Jesus, and Jews are not the 
only ones who do not yet rec- 
ognize him." 
i “We are spiritual Semites,” 
ssaid Pope Pius XI The late 
* Pope John XXIII greeted a 
group of Jews, “I am Joseph, 
your brother." The great Prot­ 
estant theologian, Karl Barth, 
has stressed that Christianity 
demands acceptance of salva­ 
tion through Judaism. 


As for the Crucifixion itself, 
in its limited historical setting, 
• it actually was carried out by 
Roman troops, on orders of a 
Roman

abetted by a collaborationist 
party, the Sadducees. which ul­ 
timately was repudiated by Ju­ 
daism.
